Koepke 
warns of 
dangers 


ALBANY — The Christ- 
mas season is one of the 
worst times of the year for 
home fires and accidents, 
Chief Mike Koepke of the 

,Albany Fire department 
stated. 

With a Christmas tree, 
extra lighting, more papers 
and highly inflammible 
wrapping paper, the 
chances for a fire have been 
greatly increased, accord- 
ing to Chief Koepke. He said 
extra care should be taken 
to assure a safe and happy 
holiday season. 

Some of the tips the Chief 
gave for residents is to not 
put too many appliances on 
one: circuit nor extension 
cord. Extension cords, in 
particular, tend to break 
down under heavy loads and 
can short out causing an 
electrical fire in the home. 

Watch the lights on the 
Christmas tree, he warned, 
as some of the bulbs could 
overheat and set a fire to a 
tinder dry tree. To avoid this 
hazard, Chief Koepke 
suggested the Christmas 
tree be kept in a container 
containing either water or 
wet sand to keep the tree 
needles fresh and green. He 
also warned that metal or- 
naments and metal tinsel 
should not be placed near 
open sockets where they 
might accidently short out 
and set the tree on fire. 

When putting up the tree, 
Chief Koepke asked that 
light strings be checked for 
broken or frayed insulation 
and cracked sockets. If 
there are hazards, the 
strings should be repaired 
.or replaced prior to being 
strung on the tree. He 
suggests the use of spot- 
lights on metal trees to 
avoid electrical shocks and 
fire. 

Stringing lights on metal 
trees is one of the worst haz- 
zards of the Christmas sea- 
son, the Chief said. 

When using outdoor deco- 
rations, Chief Keopke said it 
is imperative that only 
lights manufactured for 
outdoor use, and their 
strings, be used. The indoor 
types are too light for ex- 
terior use, he said. 

His final warning to resi- 
dents is to turn off Christ- 
mas tree lights and interior 
lighted decorations when 
‘leaving the house or going to 
bed. He also said it is best to 
shut down exterior decura- 
tions when leaving or retir- 
ing for the night.

{neneeds of the seniors; the 
tlock coordinators program 
was established to link 
eniors with services; the 
senior center was chosen as 
anutrition site; the van was 
purchased; blood pressure 
and foot clinics and other 
ealth programs were held; 
educational programs, fun 
trips, and activities for the 
seniors were carried out, 
and much individual coun- 
seling in legal, housing, tax 
and personal matters was 
provided. 

Unfortunately, due to the 
inancial circumstances of 
thecity, the center no longer 
has a director.

ALBANY — Local rep- 
resentatives of the Bureau 
of the Census will conduct a 
survey of employment in 
this area during the work 
week of Dec. 11-15, John E. 
Tharaldson, Director of the 
Bureau’s Regional Office in 
Seattle, announced today. 

The survey is conducted 
for the U.S. Department of 
Labor in a scientifically de- 
signed sample of approxi- 
mately 70,000 households 
throughout the United 
States. Employment and 
unemployment statistics 
based on results of this sur- 
vey are used to provide a 
continuing measure of the 
economic health of the Na- 
tion. 

For example, in October 
the survey indicated that of 
the 101.1 million men and 
women in the civilian labor 
force, 95.2 million were 
employed. the Nation’s un- 
employment rate was 5.8 
percent, down slightly from 
6.0 percent in September 
and 5.9 percent in August. 

Information supphed by 
people parece in the 
survey is kept strictly confi- 
dential by law and the re- 
sults are used only to com- 
pile statistical totals.

Ed Hastey, California Di- 
rector, noted that Federal 
lands comprise about 45 
percent of the surface area 
of California, some 45 mill- 
ion acres, and are thus of 
importance to the people of 
the state. 


The Forest Service, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
administers some 20.2 mill- 
ion acres; The Bureau of 
Land Management, 15.6 
million; and Interior’s Na- 
tional Park Service, 4.3 mill- 


i ion; and the Department of 


Defense, 4 million. In- 
terior’s Bureau of Reclama- 
tion administers 1.2 million 
acres and Fish Wildlife Ser- 
vice, 68,944 acres. The ba- 
lance is scattered among a 
number of other agencies, 
including the Postal Ser- 
vice, General Services Ad- 
ministration, and Depart- 
ment of Transportation.

SANTA BARBARA — 
There may after all be no- 
thing new under the sun, ac- 
c to a researcher at 
the University of California 
at Santa Barbara, who dis- 

els the myth that 
echnological change moves 
only in a forward direction 

is irreversible. 

Dr. Carroll W. Pursell, 

rofessor of history at 

CSB, has embarked on a 
study of the history of 
technology for the purpose 
of identifying appropriate 
technologies, 

Pursell’s study, sup- 
Pave by a Fran from the 

niversity of California Ap- 
propriate Technology Prog- 
ram, reflects the growing 
recognition of appropriate 
technology as a burgeoning 
discipline in which new 
energy systems are de- 
veloped, as are innovative 
uses for existing technology 
in small, decentralized pro- 
ects. 

It is Pursell’s contention 
that the history of technol- 
ogy is in and of itself a 
source of appropriate 
technology. He and a stu- 
dent research assistant 
have been applying stan- 
dard historical reseaarch 
techniques to a search of 
engineering serials, hand- 
books, trade catalogs and 
other sources ppprogriate 
alternative technologies. 
Pictures and slides are 
made. of selected illustra- 
tions. 

“Solar energy, windmills, 
biological control of insect 
pests, composting, bicycles, 
tide mills, recycling of 
metal cans, biomass fuel 
and a host of other 
technologies and process 
are revivals or extrapola- 
tions of often rather old de- 
vices and practices,”’ says 
Pursell, whose specialty is 
American technology.

Boat trip 
to watch 
whales set 


ALBANY — The Califor- 
nia gray whales will be the 
focus of a series of one-day 
boat trips on Monterey Bay 
this winter sponsored by 
Nature Expeditions Inter- 
national of Palto Alto. The 
trips are scheduled to take 
place Saturdays and Sun- 
days in January and will be 
led by expert naturalists. 

In January, scores of 
whales are passing through 
Monterey Bay each day on 
their way to the lagoons of 
Baja California, anda dozen 
or more are usually seen on 
each trip. Participants will 
be able to closely observe 
the gray whales behavior 
and will have excellent op- 
portunities for photographs. 

Other intriguing wildlife 
can be. seen and photo- 
graphed near shore, includ- 
ine sea otters and sea lions, 
Offshore, many species of 
resident and migratory sea 
birds, porpoises, and other 
wildlife can be identified. 

The trip cost is $25 per 
person and includes expert 
instruction and educational 
material about the gray 
whales, marine birds of 
Monterey Bay and other 
marine mammals in the 
area.

While identification of the

“Appropriate technol- 
ogy,” as defined in the UC 

rogram through which 
rsell received his grant 
is: ‘‘Technology that is 
more careful of people and 
the environment than some 
of our present technologies; 
that reduces dependence 
ol-renewable sources; that 
is economically and ecolog- 
ically sound; and that offers 
small-seale practical alter- 
natives to our current level 
and pattern of resource con- 
sumption.”’ 

Pursell’s project is one of 
three at UCSB granted fund- 
ing for 1978 by the UC Ap- 
propriate Technology Prog- 
ram. The others involve the 
design and construction of 
an energy-efficient re- 


frigerator which has been 
completed, and the de- ff 


velopment of an efficient 
solar distiller, now in prog- 
ress.

Karamcheti, graduate stu- 
dents and experienced 
teaching assistants, spent 
their summer developing a 
writer’s manual based on 
the principles of rhetoric, 
the metood that produced 
the powerful orators of an- 
cient Greece and Rome and 
the writers of the Renais- 


sance. 
While not every student 
will become a Shakespeare, 


they believe each can be- 
come a competent writer. 
Each of the three women 
has taught beginning col- 
lege English under the 
supervision of faculty 
members in the depart- 
ment. 

“Most of our students felt 
when they came into class 
that they either knew how to 
write of they didn’t; either 
they were gifted in that di- 
rection or already felt de- 
feated and lost,’’ says 
Karamcheti. ‘“‘Those who 
hadn’t already mastered 
the skills didn’t seem to 
know how to begin, what 
path to follow.” 

The writers’ manual em- 
phasizes such basics as how 
to think of a topic and turn a 
topic into a thesis, and how 
to develop the thesis by 
choosing among a number 
of well-established alterna- 


tives. What is said about a’ 


subject must govern how it 
is said, the authors say. The 
methods of classical 
rhetoric offer alternatives. 

“Weare the inheritors of a 
tradition of developing and 
organizing our own thoughts 
porording to a specific 
series of choices,” explains 
Karamcheti. “The rhetori- 
cal terms require some un- 
derstanding, but learning 
them is not very compli- 
cated, Better to learn them 


than to flounder around 
wondering where to begin 
and what on earth my, 
teacher expects of me.” 

Rhetoric traditionally 
taught ways of thinking, the 
same orderly, logical, cohe- 
rent thinking that underlies 
expository prose tasks as 
simple as writing a business 
letter or.as complicated as 
preparing a doctoral disser- 
tation, she says. ' 

Amid the plethora of texts 
and how-to-do-it manuals, 
these graduate srudents’ 
modest little workbook 
stands out, unassisted by 
slick ade at or expen- 
sive format, for its direct- 
ness, simplicity and no- 
nonsense approach. It 
speaks with the personal 
voice its authors display in 
the classroom: ‘‘Often a 
generalization needs sup- 
port,” it says. “If someone 
says ‘I was born unlucky,’ 
our response is often ‘show 
me.’ peal by the method 
of example does just that.” 

Designed to be a self-help 
text for students to use at 
home, it offers diagnostic 
exercises, practice to re- 
medy specific weaknesses 
and a structured approach 
to “theme-building. 

The text is being tried asa 
pilot proiee in seven clas- 
ses of first-year English at 
UC-Santa Barbara. If the 
students find the manual 
helpful, the authors hope 
others in the department 
will use it. 

Perhaps because they are 
neither ancient masters nor 
harried senior professors, 
but rather lively young 
women who can hardly be 
described ‘as old fogies, the 
authors are forthright in 
their demands. They insist 
that students must do their 
home work before ‘they’re 
feady to join the ranks of 
creative genius. 

‘In order to be creative 
you must have first mas- 
tered the rules,” the authors 
say, a message they have 
delivered directly to stu- 
dents in their offices and 
classrooms. “‘A large part of 
creativity is discipline. 
Creativity comes from 
knowledge and experience, 
not from ignorance.”

“If you give students just 
abstract information,” she 
Says, “they really don’t un- 
derstand ... and they fall on 
their faces.”

Jean Piaget, she says re- 
finements in the thinking 
rocess are being made con- 
ally from birth. Often, 
for a variety of reasons, 
these refinements take 
longer in some students 
than in others.

marvelous analysis of an 
issue and gets back very 
simplistic responses. This is 
asure sign that the students 
were not prepared to be 
analytical,” she says. 

“College teachers have 
never worried so much 
about how you teach as what 
you teach,”’ she says. “‘Fa- 
culty do not disregard the 
students’ problems; they 
just do not usually consider 
the developmental level of 
‘students.”’ 

Tomlinson-Keasey thinks 
that the demand for ‘‘rele- 
vance” in course material 
during the 1960s might have 
been an unheeded cry for 
material more in keeping 
with what students were 
capable of understanding 
and able to relate to their 
own experiences. 

She also suspects that 
much of the personal chaos 
that college students ex- 
perience may be tied to un- 
completed development. 
Their tolerance for many 
ideas and values that are 
tossed at them may be ham- 
pered by their inexperience 
insorting oft many conflict- 
ing ideas and reaching con- 
clusions.

In her own teaching, 
Tomlinson-Keasey tries to 
heir development of 
skills by letting her students 
discover basic principles 
through their own experi- 
ences. Before dealing with 
theories of children’s lan- 


guage development, for 
example, she lets the stu- 
dents hear a toddler’s early 
attempts at talking, and 
then has the students try to 
determine how the child 
learns. Only then are the 
theories discussed. 

She cites the type of prog- 
ram she helped evaluate at 
the University of Nebraska 
as a model of how to design 
courses that take the stu- 
dents’ developmental level 
into account, as well as help 
them develop further. That 
program, called ADAPT 
(Accent on Developin 
Abstract Processes o 
Thought), stresses concrete 
“hands-on” experience, fol- 
lowed by gradual move- 
ment to more abstract prin- 
ciples. 

An economics professor in 
the ADAPT program, faced 
with the task of explaining 
to his students the principle 

consumer price indexes, 
first sent them to various 
stores near the college to 
develop a student price in- 
dex. Once they had experi- 
enced the process, they 
were better able to under- 
qu the underlying princi- 
P 


es. 

Tomlinson-Keasey ‘says 
the experiment bore out her 
observations even further 
than anticipated. The first 
time around, students did 
not get brand names or sizes 
of products and were unable 
to make comparisons the

UCI’s Humanities Core 
Course began as an experi- 
ment in 1970.

Dr. jet Cord Meyer, 
professor of history at UCI 
and director of the course, 
says, ‘The core course uses 
history, philosophy: and lit- 
erature to approach various 
ideas in a multidisciplinary 
way. Each quarter during_
